CONVENTION. 


Sims of Sacramento has introduced 


a bill rathe California Legislature pro- 
viding for the holding of State Conven- 
tions of County Assessors. The bill 
makes it theduty of the County Assess- 
ors to meet in Convention not less than 
once in two years; tbe meetings to be 
held at the State Capital. The purpose 
of these conventions is for the asssess- 
OTB of the various counties to in^et and 
discuss the revenue laws of the eta'.o 
aud recommend such changes as may 
be necessary. 


The bill suggests an idea that if prop- 


erly carried out would bean excellent 
one. The officers could meet and ex- 
change views, compare valuationof cer- 
tain taxable property and rates of tax- 
ation, so that in many instances a uni- 
form assessment could be established. 
Now and then it happens that assessors 
in adjoining counties will place a dif- 
ferent valuation on personal property, 
each as live slock, and by a difference 
of rate in the counties it often occurs 
that a man ia paying on a higher valu- 
ation and paying'a higher rate, than 
Ins neighbor in an adjoining county 
whoso valuation for the same class of 
properly has boon placed lower and the 
tax rate is less. 
s If conventions of assessors were held 
railroad and stock men, us well as 
'other* who have property in several 
counties, could attend the meeting, ialk 
matters over and give the assessor in- 
formation that he frequently tries to 
procure, but fails and ia compelled to 
to arrive at his assessment as best he 
can. 


The Sims bill provides that the mile 


age of the assessor shall be paid and 
that he shall not rooeivp any other com- 
pensation for his attendenoe at tho con- 
vention.

The State Controller says in bis an- 


nual report that the assessed valuation 
of real and personal property for eaoh 
of the years 189S-96 is less than for any 
year since 1872, and the net proceeds of 
tha mines which for twenty years fol- 
lowing the organization of the State 
paid an average amount oC $80,000 per 
year into the State treasury now pay 
little more than $1,000 per year. 


The .assessment and equalization of 


laxea rests entirely with the County 
Assessors and Boards ot Equalization, 
aud all cases of under-valuation are a 
loss to the State and county, and an 
injustice to the taxpayers fairly ns 
aessed. That such cases have been nu- 
merous ia. undisputed. The existing 
revenue law seems adequate to correct 
snch evils it enfornud in letter and 
spirit, Mid the legislature should de- 
vise means to secure such enforcement 


The amendment to Section 52 of the 


roveuua law, approved March 9,, 1895, us 
construed by the Supreme Court in tbe 
cas.i of the State of Nevada, respond- 
ent, vs. the Virginia & Truckee Bajl- 
road Company, appellant, establishes a 
new rale for the valuation and assess- 
ment of railroad property which may 
greatly reduce the revenue to be here- 
after derived from such property.

It provides that such 
contests may be held upon the payment 
of a license of $260, and further pro- 
vides that no gloves lighter than four- 
ounce shall be used. 


The bill is one against which very 


little can be urged, and its passage 
would be of great advantage to the 
State. 
, 


The high license proposed is prohib- 


itory so far aa the traveling "pugs," 
fighting merely for the receipts, is con- 
cerned. They could not pay »t. Prob- 
ably only such men as Dan Stuart 
could take advantage of the bill it it 
became a law, and Mr. Stuart does not 
associate with tramps and toughs'. 


Outside of the direct gam that would 


of course accrue to the vicinity in 
which it would occur, ibe eiitue Stato 
would be the gainer. 
For example, if 


it is announced to-moirow that Oor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons would meet m 
Nevada, in less than eight days there 
would be in the State no less than 10D 
newspaper reporters representing the 
motropohtan papers. 
Outside of the 


contest it wot Id be their duty to pre- 
sent every attraction or inducement 
for the investment of capital in the en- 
tire State. 
This is done to attract the 


attention of the wealthy class and to 
servq as an added inducement to make 
the trip to Nevada and many will take 
the opportunity to combine business 
with pleasure. 


From this source the benefits to be 


derived are incalculable 
As a sport 


there is nothing requiring the science, 
alertness and strength of the glove 
contest aud it has done more to encour- 
age athletic training than any other 
one thing. 


The bill provides that the contest- 


ants shall be examined by two lesident 
physicians and where this rule has 
been observed there has never yet been 
a serious result. Nevada now licenses 
gambling, and from the moral stand- 
point there is no comparison to be 
drawn between that and the glove con- 
test. 


The Nev,» trusts the public and mem- 


bers of the Legislature will give this 
matter an impartial and unprejudiced 
consideration.—News

TO PROTECT GAME KISH. 


A BUI Introduced 
by Mr. Stoditiird 


Which li of Great Intereit to Ne- 
vada. 
Section 1. It shall not; be lawful for 


any person or persons to take, catch or 
kill any river, lake or brook trout or 
land-looked salmon in any of 
the 


streams, rivers, lakes or other waters 
within this State between the first day 
of October and first day of April in 
each and every year; provided, that ibe 
close season as to the waters of the 
Humboldt river and ita tributaries 
shall commence on the first day of No- 
vember and end on the first day of 
June of each year. 


Sections. It shall not be^awful for 


any person or persons to have in his 
or their possession, or to bay or sell or 
offer or expose for sale any river, lake 
or brook trout or land-locked salmon 
taken, caught or 'killed iu any river, 
stream or other waters m this State be- 
tween th<Tflrst 3ay" of October and the 
first day of April iu each aud every 
year 


Section 3. It shall not be lawful for 


any person or persons in the State of 
Nevada, at any time, to take, catch or 
kill any river, lake or brook trout or 
land-looked salmon 
in 
any river, 


stream, lake or other waters [within 
this State, with any seine, net, spear 
or grab hook, or by means of any set- 
hue, set-hooka, gill-net, 
wire-fence, 


basket, trap, giant powder or any ex. 
plosive compound, or with or by means 
of any other implement or substance 
01 in aoy manner, except by hook and 
line, provided, however, that nothing in 
thi« act shall be construed to prohibit 
tho taking of fish in private ponds con' 
structed expressly for rawing fish by 
tho owners thereof. 


Section 4. It shall not be lawful Tor 


auy eommou carrier, express company, 
railroad company or other corporation 
01 person to ship or transport, or re- 
ceive for shipment or transput tation 
any rn-or, lake or brook trout or land- 
locked aalaion taken, caught or killed 
in any stream, river or other waters of 
this State between the first day of Oc- 
tober and the first day of April in each 
and every year. 


Section 5. It shall not be lawful for 


any person to take any spawn, or ova, 
from any variety of trout, or from any 
river, stream or lake, or other waters in 
the State of Nevada, without first hav- 
ing obtained a written permit so to do 
from the Fish Commissioner of the 
State of Nevada. 


Section 6. Any person violating any 


of the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $20 nor exceed 
ing $100 or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding fifty days, or 
by both auch fine aud imprisonment. 


Section 7. Any person giving infor- 


mation which leads to the conviction of 
any person or persons for violating 
any of th.e provisions of this act shall, 
upon the conviction of such person or 
persons, be entitled to one-half of the 
fine paid or collected from the person 
or persons to whom such fine was im- 
posed. 


Section 8. All apts and parts of acts 


in conflict with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.
